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The Claretian Guild of s Immaculate Heart met at the Provincial House on Thursday, 
October 2, 1969. ecades of the rosary were recited before Mass, at 10 A.M. 


Father Aloysius! celebration of the Mass of Christ, the Eternal High Priest, was again 
an experience of great spiritual insight and interior revelation. 


In his homily, Father called our attention to rhe wealth of spiritual material available 
to us during the month of October because of the many wonderful feasts, Today's feast 

of the Guardian Angels, tomorrow the feast of the Little Flowers on the 7th, the feast 
of the Holy Rosary; on the llth, the Maternity of the Blessed Mother. men, on the 12th, 
that of Our Lady of the/Piller. me feast of Our Lady of Fatima, on the 13th, commemora~ 
ting the wonderful miracle of the sun, the last to be performed at Fatima. The 15th gives 
us the feast of St. Theresa of Jesus; our own St, Anthony Mary Claret on the 23rd, and 
on the 2yth, that of the holy angel, St. Raphael; with the ending of the month of October 
celebrating tne feast of and honoring Christ, the King. with the whole month of October 
dedicated to the Holy Rosary, it is filled with a wealth of spiritual food for us. 


First of ail, he said, he wished to speak to us of our Guardian Angels, Each one of us, 
whether Catholic or not ~ all mankind » is given a guardian angel at the moment of con- 
ception. He accompanies us from that moment throughout our lives to the very moment we 
are taken before God for the private judgment which will decide our fate, our destiny for 
all eternity; for a happy eternity in heaven, or a dreadful eternity in hell. 


Our guardian angel will take witn him the Book of Life in which is recorded all of our 
good deeds. The bad angel will follow with the Book of Death in which the devil has 
entered all tne misdeeds with which he wishes to accuse us, Many of these things will 
be wrongly attributed to us by the devil because he is guided by the outward or exterior 
signs which might bé interpreted either as good or bad. God alone can penetrate into 
oar minds and hearts. He does, however, give og guardian angel the privilege of access 
and entrance into the secret chambers of our intentions, allowing him to enter into our 
minds and the decisions of our will, We should reverence our guardian angels, for their 
dignity and great obedience, Much of humanity has such a disregard for angels. Angel 
means messenger, They take our place before God, acting as messengers from God to us, 
and taking our messages back to God. 


The angels belong to the lowest of the nine hierarchies in heaven. Devils were once 
angels, created in heaven, At their creation, they were given a test by Almighty God. 

To possess God and heaven, with certain merit, they were obliged to do something for Gode 
Those who passed the test one of obedience and humility - would be firmly established 
in heavene Lucifer, one of the most beautiful among them, belonging to the highest 
seraphic choir, thought himself so britliant and mighty, rebelled when tested, and carried 
with him one third of the created angels. mis rebeilion of angels affected all of the 
hierarchies of angels. 


They robe led against God, their Creator, in His om heaven. God, in His wrath, at this 
rebellion of the angels, transformed them from the beautiful creatures they were into the 
most hideous and horrible creatures to behold. They were immediately hurled from tne 
happiness of heaven into hell, which was then and there created for them, to remain 
there forever. 


Now, we were created to occupy the thrones left vacant by those angels, according to 

our merits. Those who attain great sanctification in life willoccupy the highest places 
of the thrones; and so n, down to the lowest. Ever since creation, God has been 
filling these vacant positions in heaven - and still, there are many, many places open. 
This is a sign the world is going to last many thousands of years yet, because it takes 
time to pupula te heaven, with the millions of places, beyond human calculation, still 

to be filled. 
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What a horrible thought to contemplate — this rebellion of the angels against the God 
who created them. Because God created us to occupy these places left vacant by the 
angels, the devil, envious of us, loses no opportunity to try to keep us from enjoying 
the Paradise lost to hime 


When God created Paradise for Adam and Eve, He created it with the intention ail creation 
was meant to enjoy itself - without work =- without care. Flowers would bloom; trees 
would produce fruit = all creation would produce for our first parents = witnout any 
effort on their parte All the animals were called by name by Adam amd Eve, ana they 
enjoyed their friendship. me animals responded to them with great affection until they 
sinned, God walked with our first parents, talking to them, and they to Hig. It was 
intended that when the time came for them to enter into the Paradise of Heaven, it would 
not occur through death, but through a pleasant transition in an untroubled sleep. 


Ir they had remained innocent, we never would have committed any sin personally. But 

the devil, envious of their happiness, prevailed on Eve, through one of the animals, the 
serpent, to commit sin and have Adam also disobey. Because of their infidelity, they 

were banished from Paradise, losing all of the happiness they possessed, and being subject 
to infirmities and death, and ail the miseries resulting from the loss of sanctifying grace. 


Because of this, we needed a Redeemer ~ a God, who at the same time would be mam, to 
redeem us; and the Second Person of the Most Blessed Trinity offered himself and came to 
this earth, to live here, suffer and die for us, to redeem us from original sin, md our 
actual sinse 


The saints were very fond of their guardian angels. Many enjoyed the intimacy of converse 
with them, and the privilege of their visible presence. In one of his elocutions, His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XI, gave an excellent talk on the guardian angels, stating he felt 

the visible presence of hisguardian angel when he was small, Many of you, possibly, have 
also. ‘he visible presence of guardian angels to children is not wmcommon, 


Our guardian angel is always with us to inspire us with good thoughts, good intentions and 
deeds, He is quite silent when we fail in these respects. Today, on his feast, we 
should resolve to be mindful of our guardian angel and devoted to him, Our guardian angel 
walks on our right. St. Philip Neri, mo felt the visible presence of nis angel, was 
told, after his ordination, tmt his angel would walk on his left side from then on, since 
he was now a priest. 


Sti Anthony Mary Claret enjoyed the presence of his angel mahy times, in many ways, One 
of ow Claretian fathers, soon to be cannonized, Father James Clodet, enjoyed the visible 
presence of his guardian angel. St. Michael, captain of the good angels, was given to 
St Anthony Mary Claret to be his special angel because of his fortitude. 


If we are given important posts in the Church, or in society, we are given extra angels 

to heip us, in addition to our guardian angel. No doubt, thefbly Father has a multitude 
of angels, some very powerful ones, to help hime Every house, home, nation, city and 
town has a guardian angel, We should pray not only to our own angels, but to tne angels 
of the members of our family, and thank them for the security they have provided many times 
in keeping us from certain death by their presence. Death would occur in many accidents 
except for our guardian angels. Beceuse of them, such tragedies are averted, When we 
return from a trip, we should thank our guardian angel for his assistance. 


Guardian angels are so forgotten by men. They are the forgotten guests in our homes; 
we are such umindful hosts to our noble guests. Let us amend our lives and promise 
to be more mindful of them from now on. Wouldn't it be sad when we get to heaven to 
be approached by our guardian angel and asked "Where were you? When I was beside you, 
you never invoked me". They should feel this way about us, but they don't, because 
they have our welfare always uppermost. The mare we talk to our guardian angel, the 
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more security we feel, Sone tines, when people suffer from mental depression, and 
really have no reason to, it is pitiful. They should realize their guardian angel is 
with them, constantly helping them, consoling them. We should realize what a privilete 
it is to have them with us at all times, 


We shouldpray to all the angels and saints, Because we will be fitling the spaces of the 
lost angels, we are going to find ourselves scattered among ail the divisions of angels, 
We had better start getting acquainted with our angels every day here on earth, Let us 
prepare ourselves for our life with them hy being devoted to them, Not only to our own 
guardian angels but to all of them around us, in our homes, of people around us = of all 
mankind; to angels of non<catholics that they may receive the necessary graces for their 
salvation through the inspiration they receive from them, Whether people be baptized or 
not, they belong to the soul of the Chur ch. 


It is regrettable tnat many people are so unconcerned about angels; that they are so 
tepid toward them. We should be the warmest of companions to our guardian angels. We 
don't have to see then; our spirits can be with them. Jacob, escaping from his brother 
Esau, in a dream, saw a tall white ladder reaching from earth to the very heavens, with 
angels coming from heaven with gifts and graces obtained from Almighty God for us, and 

` going back to heaven with our prayers and acts of worship of His Divine Majesiy. Let us 
imagine this beautiful ladder with the angels constantly coming and goings 


The Roman matron, Cecilia, enjoyed the visible presence of her angel. Becewse of the 
position of her parents, she was required to marry; and when the Roman nobieman wished ~ 
to consummate the marriage, she told him "I have a guardian angel who 46 the custodian 

of my body and, if you could but see him, you would not dare to touch non, He thought 
her a bit demented, and felt maybe she spoke of some god or goddess of the Romans to 

whom she might be attached. At the earnest prayer of Cecilia, her guardien angel 
appeared to Valerian, a pagen. He was so awed by this vision, he asked for baptism. 
Cecilia's virginity was preserved by her guardian angel. i 


Father sdid he wanted to speak to us of many things, but couldn't let_this chanee go 
today to speak to us of ow guardian angels. In today's Mass of the Eternal High Priest, 
he asked us to thank the Father for having created the angels, and gifen us our angelsg 
to tell Him we are sorry for our neglect, and of our resolution to be devoted to them, 
Waiting for those happy days in eternity, let us do our best to be good to our guardian 
angels so that we may commynicate with them in eternity - not in the visiblemeans we now 
employ to communicate with others, but by instenteous flashes of consciousness so that 
the angels will be able to tell us so mich in an instant, 


At the conclusion of Mass, the "Consecration to the Immaculate Heart of Mary" and "My 
Daily Prayer for Priests", were recited. 


Another wonderful privilege followed, with Benediction of the Most Blessed Sacrament. 
What marvelous graces must be ours at times like this and how grateful we should be to 
Our Lord for His great love for us in this Divine Presence, 


After Benediction, Father Aloysius came from the vestry to tell us of some great news o 
On September 13, 1969, he went to see a woman, named Helen Marlow, of North Hotlywod, 
who was in tne Cedars of Lebanon hospital. She was suffering from an inoperabie cancer 
of the liver; she was terribly bloated ail over and suffering intensely. Father applied 
a relic of St. Anthony Mary Claret to her side, asking his and the Blessed Mother's 
intercessio on behalf of this lady, Instantly, she was relieved of suffering, her 
temperature went down, and her swelling decreased, and continued to decrease; and, for 
the first time in two weeks, she was able to eat with relish any and all food which they 
brought to here God, in His goodness and compassion, saw fit to cure this woman, Father 
was present at this miracle. When the Jewish doctors saw this, they had no medical 
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explanation for the cures One of tiem asked what it was that had been placed on her 
was it a medal =- and he wastold it was a relic of St. Anthony Mary Claret. The lady 


promptly told the doctor that if he would give her a Jewish medal sne would place it on 
her other sides 


Father asked us to invoke the Claretian's good patron and founder, St. Anthony Mary 
Claret, and to ask him to again be present in the hospitals as he had béen years before. 
Invoke him with confidenee, tell him we trust in him and comt on him as our ioving 
father, He told us a novena to honor St. Anthony Mary Claret would begin at the Piaza 
church on October 15th, at 7230 P.M., to continue daily through October 23rd, the feast 
of Sti Anthony Mary Claret. He urged all come and bring their friends. 


We concluded our chapel visit with the recitation of the two decades of the rosary; 
after whieh all gathered in the dining room to partake of a lunch, and enjoy another 
very satisfying and enlightening dialogue with Father, 


Mrs. Fling, our President, thanked Father for the wonderfully inspiring and spiritual 
message which he gave us today. She welcomed everyone and said she was so happy to 

7 8 so many new faces, and hoped she would see all of them on succeeding first Thursdays 
of the month. 


She wished to impress on tle group the great need to pray for priests throughout the 
world. She also urged us to pray for those claiming to be Catholic, who never go into 
a church, or receive the sacraments. Reach out to them and let them know God is not 
dead as attested to by the miracle which Father related to us. God certainly wes there 
Since the cure was instantaneous, God des listen to cur prayers andthose of his angèls 
and saints. We know He has heard Father's prayers many times when he has prayed for 
all of us, on bended knee, through the day and night. We have experienced the efficacy 
of his prayers in our lives and families. 


Think of Ged = bring about the savings of souls by saying that beautiful prayer "Jesus, 
Mary, I love you, save souls", Say it often during the day and when you retire at 
night, ask your guardian angel to continue saying it for yous 


She hoped all would attend Mass and receive Gommmnion on the llth of October, and offer 
it up for the success of the Synod of Bishops opening in Rome. 


Father told us he was the Director of the Blue Army and L. A. M. B. in San Diego. He said 
he would be at a Holy Hour this evening at St. Joserh's Cathedral there, with Mass 
following at midnight. We were encouraged to belong to the Blue Army as weil as to 

the Claretian auxiliaries, so that the requests of Our Blessed Mother at Fatima would 
be fulfilled - Consecration to the Immaculate Heart of Mery, recitation of tne five 
decades of the Rosary, and the wearing of the cloth scapular, Lucia says this is what 
was asked of her, and it was confirmed by our Holy Father, Paul VI. The medal, whieh 
is a substitute for the scapular, has all the faculties to gain release from purgatory 
quickly, and avoidance of hell, We were asked to mke the extra sacrifice to wear the 
cloth scapular so full of blessings confirmed in the lives of the saints. 


In exhuming the remains of St. Alphonsus Ligouri, they barely found his bones, but did 
find the cloth scapular. In this way, Our Lord made knem St. Alphonsus! great love 
forthe scapulare Father continued he wished to be the propagator of the full message 
at Fatima, which included wearing of the cloth scapulare He further stated tnat the 
Blessed Mother did not ask for the making of the first Saturdays - that is attendance 
at Mass and reception of Holy Communion, Though they are not one of the conditions 
requested, they are of great spiritual bene fit to use 


Because St. Anthony Mary Claret was such an apostle of the cloth scapular andthe rosary, 
he is to be made the official patron of the Blue Army, in Fatima, in October, 1970. 
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Mro Haf fert said he was astounded at the prophesies which St. Anthony made of alı the 
things which our Blessed Mother revealed some 100 years later at Fatima. He said he 
felt St. Anthony Mary Claret deserved tie honor of being proclaimed the patron of the 
Blue Army. His statue is already on tne right hand side of the Blessed Mother at 
Fatima. This coming year, 1970, the centennial of his death will be celebrated at 
the Trappist Monastery in Font Froide, France, where he died. mere will be a pil- 
grimage, under the direction of Mr. Haifert, on this occasion, Celebrations will take 
place on the 23rd, the feast of St. Anthony Mary Claret, on the 2th, tne day of his 
death, and on the 25th, the day of his burial, Because of the great feast of Ste 
Raphael which we celebrate on the Zut, tne Church advanced the feast of St. Anthony 
to the 23rd. The pilgrimage will tnen continue to Lourdes and other sacred shrines, 
Should anyone wish to make the pilgrimge, it was suggested they get in touch with Mr. 
Raf fert, at the Ave Maria Institute, Washington, I. J. 07882, to make the necessary ar- 
rangement Se 


He continued, the purpose of this Guild, dedicated as it is to pray for priests, is most 
importent, since one hears every day of someone leaving the Chur che The forticoming 
Synod of Bishops convening in Rome on the llth can be very successful for tne Chur ch, 
or it can be the beginning of a great tragedy, Let us pray tnat the dissidents, who 
do not agree with the Pope, may have the humility to bow their heads, to bow their wills 
to that of the Holy Father. There is a great danger, even mong bishops and cardinals, 
that they may be declared heretics and schismaties, me Holy Fatheris going to decide 
things clearly, and since this matter is most important before the Almighty God, let 

us pray that things will be most acceptable to God.

ly, and know you more distinctly than when they were on earth. Through the grace of 
God, they see all your needs, even the most hidden intentions of your mind. God 
makes those who were close to us, and who are now in heaven, see all of our needs as 
in : limpid mirror. We don't have to tell them what we need, they are aware of our 
needs. 


Today, in the Holy Mass, as you remember them, your best wishes for them will be 
returned to you more than a hundredfold with actual graces which they willobtain for 
you from Gode The wonderful dispositions with which you will return home today will 
be mostly of your own beloved, transformed into saints of God. ‘They will continue to 
help you, and be able to help you now more than they could when on earth, by praying 
for you, interceding for you and doing all they can to obtain and bestow on you, from 
the Almighty God, the best that you need.

There in the 
church, beside the altar, was a beautifully carved, oversize, heroic size they call 
it, statue of the Inmaculate Heart, recently imported from Spain, The beautiful statue 
of the Blessed Mother was called to his attention, and I asked him to just listen for 
a few moments and he would see and understand our attitude toward the Blessed Mother 
and the saints, I said, (Zou are a minister of great culture. Should you write 
something, and have that work praised or extolled, or produce a great piece of sculp- 
ture which would be displayed in a very special manner inthe city, or the nation, and 
receive great praise and acclamation, the praise bestowed on these accomplishments 
would be shared by you, tneir creator. So, God, who is a terrific sculpturer, had 
made marvelous images, living sculptures representing Him, and these we call saints. 
Saints are saints because God gave them so mich. When we honor the saints which God 
made from the vessels of earth, from miserably weak men and women, transforming them 
marvelously through His great infinite ability, and we view them in the galleries, our 
mind goes to their maker, and we admire and honor their maker. At the same time, we 
think of the living sculptures, transformed in spite of their misery, in spite of their 
sinfulness before, into such marvelous creations of His greatness, His goodness, His 
wisdom; living copies of Himseif, of His omnipotence, So, why shouldn't we admire 
these statues. We as Catholics, as Christians, both of us one in Christ, both of us 
brothers in Christ, must see that Christ had produced His masterpiece in the Hessed 
Virgin. If we admire the sculpture, how much more should we admire the real living 
statue made by God through tne work of His emipotent hands. We should share with 
God His own joy in His saints, admiring His greatest work in the worid, the transfor- 
mation of weak, sinful people into saints.' He said he thought tnis a good explana- 
tion and the right approach to those who haven't the proper attitude, and such an 
antagonism toward any statues or representations of the saintse 


Let us honor God for being so masterly in the accomplishing of the saints, particu- 
larly of the transformation of those people, our own ancestors, inte saints of God. 


When Michael Angele finished the heroic sized statue of Moses, he locked it over and 
found everything perfect. He was so proud of his work, he said, "Nos speak; That 

is all you need now, you are so perfect", As he made this exclamation, he accidently 
swung the mallet with such force that he chipped a piece out of tne knee of Mosese 
When we honor the maker of this great work, how much more should we honor the great 
artist, God, who has made such marvelous things out of human beings, as we say in 

the Introit of the saints. 


Mex say of Murillo that he was a masterly artist with oils, and he painted the 


thirteenth station beautifully and vividly in the Cathedral of Seville. He used 
to come there every afternoon and spend hours looking at his production. He was in 
artistic ecstacy looking at tne Blessed Mother and would say "I am waiting for them 
to un=nail christ and place Him in the arms of the Blessed Mother", The sacristan 
used to tell him 'Get out of nere, I have so much to de! s and he would plead with 
him 'Oh, let me stay a while longer because I want to see Him completely un<nailed 
and see the Blessed Mother receive Him in her motherly arms', If these artists 
were so taken up with their accomplishments, how much more God should be in His 
saints. 


May God, in this holy Mass today, shed much grace upon each one of you through the 
invocation of the saints of your own families, We should, in our lives, imitate our 
ancestors in their goodness, in their religion, in their sanctity. We should strive 
to allow the Holy Spirit to finish the work of sanctification in us so that we will 
ail turn out to be saints, each different, as one statue is from the other. 


The saints, whoare our intercessors, will, one day, be our companions in the beatific 
vision of God, May all of us have great association with all the saints in heaven, 
with the saints of our own families.

PRAYER TO CONSECRATE AN INFANT TO THE IMMACULATE HEART OF MARY 


(The consecration is usually performed thus: from the baptistry 
the child is taken immediately to the altar of the Blessed 
Virgin, and the parents together, if possible, should recite 
the formula of consecration. The child will thus become a son 
of Mary's Heart. The priest may assist the censecration if he 
wishes to do soe If it is impossible to do this immediately 
after the baptismal ceremony, the child may be brought to the 
church any time after it is baptised, but is it grratly desired 
that it be done as expressed above.) 

O Blessed Virgin Mary, Queen of heaven and earth, to your 
motherly heart, the channel of all graces, we consecrate this child 
whom we have received from God's goodness. We offer him to you so 
that you might present him to your divine som, take him under your 
motherly protection, and preserve him from all dangers. Keep him 
from all sin and make him grow strong in piety and in all virtus 
so that he may be always be worthy to be called your child. Way 
he grow évery day in wisdom and ingrace, and may he go through life 
having you always as his refuge and his mother..In him may all virtues 
shine forth and being faithful to God and to yoy, may he never offend 
your “eart. Let the Eternal Father always look upon him with delight 
and see in him a ray and reflection of your immaculate beauty.
